The anim al was fitted w ith a new h a r­ 
ness an d th e buggy w ith a new w hip. 
A little bpfore 6 o'clock in the evening 
D etective M cC arthy drove up in tbe 
buggy, and Officer C layton went to sum ­ 
mon th e C hief, who was having a con­ 
ference in h is office w ith M ayor Work­ 
m an. 
A considerable crowd of citizens 
and police officers, friends of th e C hief, 
had gathered on th e sidew alk in front 
of tb e Station.

The City Council m et yesterday morn­ 
ing, President Hum phreys in the chair 
and Councilmen Hanley, B airett, Teed 
Cohn, H iller, 
Boabyshell, 
Chandler, 
M oriarty, Lovell, Collins. Book and Sin- 
sabaugh present. 
The committee on assessing damages 
caused by blasting on Orange and In 
gram street reported th a t it had examined 
the houses of Messrs. M urray, King, 
G raham and Smith, and recommended 
th at the company which did the blasting 
should place the property in the same 
condition it was before the blasting. 
Captain Barrett said that the explosions 
had shaken the plastering away from the 
lathing. A bond had been given to the 
city to make good the damages. 
On motion of Mr. Chandler the report 
was adopted. 
Mr. Cohn asked by what authority the 
railroads had constructed their switches 
across First street and on Main street. 
Street Superintendent Baldwin said 
th a t he had given the company no au­ 
thority to construct the switches.

T he n e x t m eet­ 
ing of the full C om m ittee is called for 
T hursday m orning, w hen th e

reading of th e bill will he continued.

BRONCHITIS. 


Acute Bronchitis. 


ThlB is an inflam m ation of th e M ucoas Mem­ 
brane lining tbe Bronchial Tubes, and 1b one of 
th e most com m on of all the pulm onary dis­ 
eases.

W hen 
a cold settles on th e luugs the disease either 
ends in bronchitis or pneniiiOnla. If it ends In 
bronchitis it usually passes off as a cold In the 
chest, and still the patient dees not feel en tire­ 
ly well. He feelB tired and languid, and is In­ 
capable of tak in g bis usual am ount of exercise, 
and experiences a shortness of breath, with 
m ore or less w aim th in the palm s of hishands. 
Soon after th is a congh appears, accom panied 
by an expectoration of thick m ucus, followed 
by a hectic flush, loss of flesh aud strength, and 
night sweats continue, when the patien t as­ 
sum es all th e appearance of having a genuine 
case of consum ption. B ut this is simply catarrh 
of the lungs or chronic bronchitis. 
In the latter stageB of the disease tbe m ucous 
m em brane of the larger bronchial tube sofiena, 
w hile In th e Fmaller tubes and air ceils of the 
lungs the m ucous m em braue becomes con­ 
gested and 1l flamed. There are no cavities or 
tubercles iu tl.e lungs, kut m erely a wasting 
away of th e larger bronchial tubes, aud death 
takes place from obstruction of th e bronchial 
tubes and air cells cf the lungs. The p at en t 
Ulea from exhaustion and suflocation, being 
unable to expectorate th e m ucus w hicn accu­ 
m ulates in th e passage leading to th e lungs, 
w hich in some cases is sticky and sm all in 
quantity, b u t m ore com m only copious of a 
light straw or yellow ish green. 
Oftentim es 
streaks of blood m ake their appearance iu the 
m ucus, and a t tim es there Is a disagreeable 
sm ell. 
Persons th u s afflicted are very liable to 
take cold, at w hich tim es tbe m ucus becomes 
clear and frothy, and It 1b not uncom m only tho 
case th at th e p atien t dies in one of these attacks 


Humid Bronchitis 


(Ftom humere, to be m oiB t) is so called from the 
profuse q u a n t i t y of watery secretions w hich 
com es fn m the air passages of the lungs. At 
tim es i t becom es ropy like the w hite of an egg. 
T h is form of disease usually attacks old people. 


Dry Bronchitis. 


This disease, the very opposite of the A b o v e , 
is a very com m on affection. Very m any peo­ 
ple who regard them selves as q u ite healthy are 
lo day u n d er its influence, and are slowly but 
surely becom ing th e viciim s cf this treacher­ 
ous com plaint.
